Italian Jews 
Bow To Fascism; 
Flay Palestine 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

FLORENCE, Italy — Allegiance 
to Fascism and renunication of 
Zionism as a political faith were 
voiced this week by a conference 
of Jewish leaders here, called to 
discuss a persistent anti-Jewish 
campaign being waged in the most 
important Italian newspapers. 

The conference adopted a resol- 
ution declaring that the Jews of 
Italy were being brought up in the 
principles of Fascism, that they 
would remain faithful to King Vic- 
tor Emanuel] and Premier Benito 
Mussolini and that they renounced 
all political interests, regarding 
Zionism as only a religious ques- 
tion, 

The resolution added: 

“We condemn transformation of 
Palestine into a Zionist strong- 
hold.” 

Il Popolo d’Italia, Milan news- 
paper founded by Premier Mus.ol- 
ini, recently warned Jews to em- 
brace Fascism wholeheartedly and 
give up Zionism as a pro-British 
cause and therefore anti-Italian, or 
leave Italy. Similar warnings have 
been published by other leading 
Fascism organs, ineluding La Tri- 
buna and Il Tevere of Rome, and 
La Stampa of Turin, 

Jewish leaders, including Chief 
Rabbi David Prato, have been as- 
sured by such Government officials 
as Foreign Minister Ciano, the 
Premier’s son-in-law, that the 
Government policy towards the 
Jews has undergone no change. 


Crisis Averted

ROME—A crisis in Jewish com- 
munal affairs precipitated by Fas- 
cist opposition to the Zionist move- 
ment was temporarily settled this

WARSAW—After a debate in 
which evacuation of Jews from 
Poland was advocated, the Senate 
and Sejm, upper and lower houses 
of the Polish Parliament, this week 
Sought “territories for Jewish set- 
tlement.

During debate in the Sejm on 
Jewish affairs, General Zieligko- 
wski, conqueror of Wilno,. declar- 
ed: “There is no place in Poland 
for the Jews.

He suggested that a spe- 
cial fund be raised by taxes to 
make evacuation of the Jews pos- 
sible. 
“We will not allow ourselves to 
be driven from Poland,” replied 
Deputy Emil Sommerstein. “We 
believe the day will come when the 
spirit of freedom will prevail in 
Poland. We Jews will fight for our 
rights under all circumstances.” 
Minority nationalities will be 
barred from the benefits of the 
“Pilsudski Cultural Fund” by a 
Senate measure approved by the 
Sejm over the objection of Deputy 
Kuszdowice, a Ukrainian, who an- 
nounced his faction would vote 
against the amendment. 
Mme, Polcaynska, Christian Dep- 
uty, also urged rejection of the 
amendment.

Funds of refugee relief organiza- 
tions are depleted, the paper said, 
and instead of the minimum week- 
ly allowance of 300 kronen, the 
community’s relief committee was 
barely able to distribute 35 kronen 
for adults and 15 kronen for child- 





ren. 
The local Jewish community sup- 
ports 378 refugees, of whom 138 
are repatriated Czechoslovakian 
citizens. The relief committee 
tributed in this city 600,000 kronen 
in 1936 and 270,000 up to the end 
of April, 1937. 
Health conditions were describ- 
ed as appaling. Tuberculosis cases 
among adults are increasing, a8 
well as undernourishment and chil- 
dren’s diseases, 
Most of the refugees were for- 
merly physicians, lawyers and bus- 
inessmen, accustomed to live in six- 
room apartments. In view of the 
lack of funds the community has — 
been forced to cease issuing any 





relief to newly-arrived refugees.

Jewish Families Lose 
$18,000 To Swindle

cure swindle that cost thirty poor 
and ailing New York City Jews 
$18,000 and left them stranded 
with their families on the Isle of 
Pines, off the coast of Cuba, came 
to light here with the arrest of 
“Professor Wilkins,” a mulatto 
nature healer, and his American 
Jewish lawyer, Jacob Salomon.

The Rev. Charles S. MacFarland explains the 
reaction to his courageous letter to Hitler—“The 
mass of letters I have received make clear that 
I have expressed the feeling of the American 
people, but I must answer one of the writers who 
says that I was concerned only about Christians 
and forgot the plight of the Jews. The facts are 
that in a book, a copy of which I sent Mr. Hitler 
in 1934, I said that this treatment of the Jews 
was a black page in history and that it shocked 
the sensibilities of the entire civilized world. I 
said more to him in our conversation, about his 
Aryan theory than about anything else and in 
latter letters said as much about this problem as 
I did about that of the Christian Church. 

“Still further, while I advised patience and 
moderation regarding the latter problem, I neither 
recommended nor exercised such an attitude re- 
garding his Jewish persecution. I spoke so vig- 
orously two and three years ago on that issue 
as I have now done, So that is that. 


“Another letter has the old charge that I am 
hired by the Jews. As a matter of fact never, 


_at any time, has any Jew ever suggested that I 


become a propagandist or an agitator on their 
behalf.

“And it may be that we shall awaken when 
we realize the miasma in our own midst. From 
week to week I receive in the mail, literature 
just as bad as that in Der Stuermer which I 
described in my letter, in its expressions of race 
hatred. And the worst is that it comes falsely 
labeled as a Christian call. I have a piece of it 
before me which reads “Christians arise and ex- 
terminate the Jews.” There is nothing worse in 
Germany than much of what is circulating in our 
own land. And it is not by any means all from 
German ‘sources,

“But large groups in our midst are spreading 

the virus of racial and class hostility and hate 


among greater numbers than most people know. 
And I am reminded that, as late as 1931, when 
I was in Germany, Adolf Hitler and his body- 
guard were not taken with any degree of serious- 
ness, even by the best informed of men and wo- 
men. Too much is going on behind the scenes 
of our national life. The malignant malady is 
already here. Some letters that have come to me 
would amaze even the more than ordinarily in- 
formed of our people.”

000 in various other occupations. 

Numerous industrial enterprises 
are to be completed or launched 
during the five years ending 1942, 
including two brick factories with 
an anual production of 28,000,000 
bricks, a factory for manufacture 
of musical instruments, a shoe fac- 
tory, and a brewery, 

The plans also envisage the build- 
ing of a theatre seating 900 per- 
sons, a music academy, a museum, 
two cinemas, fifteen schools and 
sixteen kindergartens. 





ELECTRIC KILLING HIT 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
_ LONDON — A statement has 
been issued in behalf of 800 rabbis 
declaring that electrical stunning 
of animals before slaughter, pro- 
posals for which are being consid- 
ered in certain Scandinavian coun- 
tries, would violate Jewish laws on 
slaughter. 

The statement was made public 
by the Agudath Israel, extreme or- 
thodox organization, which said 
leading rabbis of Eastern Europe, 
led by Oser Grodzienski, “the sage 
of Wilno,” Poland, had signed the 
declaration. 

“We have learned of plans in 
some Northern countries to intro- 
duce electrical stunning,” the state- 
ment said. “We declare to the 
Jews of the world that this def- 
initely is forbidden by Jewish re- 
ligious law. It is the duty of the 
spiritual and lay leaders of the 
Jewish people to prevent such des- 
ecration of the law.”

U. S. Says Palestine Business 
Good; British Claim Jobless Up

WASHINGTON — Business in 
Palestine, set back severely by the 
Arab general strike last year, has 
improved considerably since the 
end of the strike in October, ac- 
cording to a report from United 
States Counsul Albert W. Scott, in 
Jerusalem, published in the De- 
partment of Commerce weekly 
Commerce Reports. 

The number of tourists and im- 
migrants during the first 11 
months of 1936 dropped to about 
half that of the previous year, Mr. 
Scott said. The tourist decline, he 
said, was keenly felt in domestic 
trade, while the fall in the num- 
ber of immigrants accounted for a 
‘sharp decrease in new capital. 

During the first ten months of 
1936 imports declined 25 percent 
as against 1935, to 11,045,000 
pounds against 14,722,000 pounds, 
while exports dropped 28 percent, 
to 2,544,000 pounds against 3,529,- 
000 pounds, Imports from the Unit- 
ed States during the period amount 
to 823,080 pounds, against 1,279,- 
000, pounds, and exports were 16,- 
780 pounds against 12,940. The 
largest decline was in automobiles. 

Excess of Labor In Holy Land 

LONDON—The new Palestine 
labor immigration schedule was 
hotly debated in Commons last 
week, forcing William G. A. Orms- 
by-Gore, Colonial Secretary, to 
plead that there was considerable 
Jewish and Arab unemployment.

Nazis Irked By 


Freedom 


Of Czechoslovakian Jews

BERLIN — The advantageous 
position of the Jews in Czechvslo- 
vakia is pointed out as a horrible 
example by the Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter, chief Nazi Party organ, in 
an article in a series on the Jews 
in Central Europe, 

Czechoslovakia is regarded by 
the paper as the only obstacle to 
“solution” of the Danube problem 
because of the alleged predomin- 
ance of Jews there. In previous 
articles it advised Rumania to ally 
with Germany and in this way ob- 
tain a free hand with the Jews. 

While the 1930 census shows 
only 186,000 Jews in Czechoslovak- 
ia, or 1.3 per cent of the popula- 
tion, the paper says, there are ac- 
tually 500,000, counting those enu- 
merated as Jews in religion but 
not nationality, and those of Jew- 
ish blood listed as agnostics. The 
census counted Jews as Czechs, it 
charged, to enable the government 


to claim a 51 per cent Czech ma- 
jority in the country. 

Jews occupy prominent positions 
in economics and cultural life, the 
paper adds, strengthened by the in- 
flux of Jewish emigrants from 
Germany, and, it says, “behave in 
Prague in the same arrogant and 
loud manner as they behaved in 
Berlin before 1933.” 

The entire Eastern province of 
Ruthenia, the Beobachter continues, 
is “practically ruled” by the 
“Wonder Rabbi” of the city of 
Munkacs, Baruch Rabinovich. 
Rabinovich, it says, is the second 
of a dynasty founded by his fath- 
er-in-law, the late “Wonder Rab- 
bi,” Eleazar Spira, 

“The real ruler of Munkacs,” it 
says, “is not the military command- 
er of the city, but the wonder- 
rabbi. Rabinovich now occupies 
the office of the uncrowned ruler 
of Carpatho-Russian Jews and is 
practically the ruler of this east- 





ern province of Czechoslovakia.”
